The Charch is beginning to accept the 


doctrine of spirit communion, and Spir. 
itualists. visiting the churches, occasion- 
ally ind that the preachers have woven 
these thoughts into their sermons, and 
think that they are hearing Spiritualism 
taught. So it is iu fragmentary parts 
onlr. But with spirit return and spirit- 
communion truths are taught which es- 
sentially revise the tenets of the Church. 
Until the Church, as a body, is ready to 
accept aud proclaim these teachings, 
there will still be need for the distinctive 
mission of Spiritualism. Do not think 
the time is even approximately near 
when Spiritualists can lay aside their ar- 
mor. If ever they needed to gird it on, it 
is at the present time. Ifever its disci- 
ples and advocates needed to be upon 
ther guard it is now. 

What form of organization Spiritual- 
ism is to assume in the near, or even re- 
mote future we are not now prepared to 
predict, but that it will organize and be- 
come a power and influence in the world 
seems to us a necessity of its mission. 
Should it be absorbed by the Church— 
25 some predict it will be—its teachings 
will become so neutralized that its dis- 
tinctive character and mission would be 
lost, as much so as the Church of Cotton 
Mather and Jonathan Edwards is lostout 
of the Churches of this day. 

QvEs. 2—Hou is it that some who 
have received the truths of Spiritualism 
can jo jar renounce them as to subscribe 
10 the doctrines of the creeds ? 

Ans.—Either they never, thoughtfully 

and fully, accepted the truths of Spirit- 
ualism, or else they do not now consci- 
enciously subscribe to the tenets of the 
Church. Persons often become what are 
termed Spiritualists because of some ex- 
periences which forced their judgments 
and hearts to accept as a fact the truth 
Of spiritreturn and manifestation. 
When, however, they are brought into 
communication with their spirit friends 
whom they trust, whose statements they 
kuow to be truthful, and who prove their 
identity, and these spirit friends open to 
them the laws of existence and action in 
spirit realms, teach them that there is 
no angry God, sensuous heaven, nor 
burning hell, and truths concerning 
kindred topics, they cannot afterward 
subscribe to the peculiar creeds of any 
sect of Christendom, 

A Spiritualist may receive some good 
in churchly teachings, but we fail to see 
how an honest heart can subscribe to the 
creeds which obtain in the Churches, 
with au "all this I steadfastly believe," 
after once enjoying communion with 
his spirit friends. , 

Too many enter upon the investigation 
of these truths for personal reasons, or 
to secure some earth help or knowledge 
which they could not otherwise obtain. 
They seek, through the spirit control of 
some medium, guidance in some per- 


hout con- 
Hicting with a fundamental doctrine. 
Nor caa they teach that Jesus of Naze- 
reth was divine and the son of God in no 
Other sense than that all are sons of God 
and divine, without affecting tbe same 
doctrine, to-wit, that of atonement.

MISCELLANY. 


DEEP.SEA RESEARCH. 

It was supposed a few years ago that 
the ocean bottom was largely a counter- 
part of the Jand features of the globe, 
with its mighty mountain ranges push- 
iog up toward the surface of the sea, and 
d:ep valleys and glens sinking to almost 
uufathomable depths. This is found to 
b: true only to a limited extent. Here 
aad there, to be sure, mighty mountains 
pash toward the surface or rise above it, 
forming islands; and then, agaiv, the 
bottom sinks in a narrow trough, as off 
the northeast coast of Japan, until it 
seems as though the sounding-line could 
never measure its depth. But the ocean 
bed, in the main, is found gently to un- 
dulate, and would appear, if it could be 
Observed, as of a slightlv rolling plain. 
The Pacific Ocean averages 1,100 feet 
deeper than the Atlantic. The North feet 
Atlantic is deeper than the Southern At- 
lantic, and the Arctic Oceau grows shal- 
lower the nearer the pole is approached. 
The Dolphin found a depth of 20,646 feet 
south of the Azores,which was the great- 
est depth discovered during its long 
cruise, The Seine discovered that the now 
famous Trinidad depression (over 20,000 
feet) was not so extensive as it is rep- 
resented on the maps. The Pola's inves- 
tigation in the eastern Mediterranean re- 
sulted in recording the depth of 13,316 
feet, the greatest depth yet found there, 
and the great depressions in this sea 
east from its former central positiou on 
the maps, An important series of sound- 
ings between the Bermuda Islands and 
Nova Scotia was made when the West- 
meath laid the cable that now connects 
Bermuda with the rest of the world. The 
work of the Fylla in Denmark Strait, be- 
tween Greenland and Iceland, had the 
important result of showing that the 
warmer Atlantic waters pass north 
through the strait under the surface 
polar stream flowing south. The oceanic 
studies also have been rich in results 
concerning the nature and extent of the 
currents, the color and transparency of 
sea water, the temperature at various 
depths, its animal life, polar ice, the for- 
mation and dimension of waves, and va- 
rious other phenomena; and the exten- 
sive literature now accessible, relating to 
the sea in all its aspects, show that rapid 
progress is making in oceanography, the 
youngest of all the sciences.—N. Y. 
Sun. 


SPECTROSCOPIC REVELATION, 

One of the most notable examples of 
the constant and yet almost impercepti- 
ble changes taking place in our firma- 
mentis to be found in the motions of 
the seven bright stars forming the 
“Big Dipper’ in the circum-polar con- 
stellation known as Ursa Major. Dr. 
Huggins, the eminent English astron- 
omer, has found, by means of the spec- 
troscope, that five of these stars are mov- 
ing in the same direction, with nearly 
the same velocity, and receding from the 
earth at the rate of about tweuty miles 
per second, which seems to indicate that
